Public atten tion will be drawn to the recom­ 
men dation s of a committee, represen tin g the Ne­ 
braska Education al association , which the educa­ 
tors hope may serv e as the foun dation for an ac­ 
ceptable Nebraska retiremen t or pen sion law. 
As amen ded, the recommen dation s would estab­ 
lish eligibility for pen sion ben efits at the com­ 
pletion of 35 years of teachin g experien ce, re­ 
gardless of age. Join t con tribution s by the ben e­ 
ficiaries an d the state are called for, with the 
share teachers are to prov ide fixed at 4 per cen t. 
Participation is placed upon a v olun tary basis. 
If the recommen dation s in spire opposition , pos­ 
sibly the on e prov idin g for retiremen t at the close 
of 35 years of teachin g, regardle.ss of the age ol 
the ben eficiary, is likely to meet with disapprov al. 
It does n ot fit with the public’s con ception that 
those at the peak of physical an d men tal power 
should retire from activ e occupation to en joy 
leisure or to dev ote their en ergies to some other 
kin d of work, yet the recommen dation merely 
establishes a min imum period of serv ice. 
Particularly in the case of those en gaged in 
education , the most effectiv e period of teachin g 
frequen tly comes after the teacher has reached 50 
years of age. Some of the most in spirin g magn etic 
an d forceful teachers are those well adv an ced m 
years. 
Then they are rich in experien ce, mellow 
in their v iews, an d If in the begin n in g it was a 
lov e of youth that called them to classroom, that 
un derstan din g an d sympathy which gav e them 
qualities of greatn ess in the classroom reach their 
peak. 


But in all this discussion of the un derpaid 
teacher, so frequen tly it has seemed that the 
greatest measure of backwardn ess has been the 
delay or the In differen ce publicly displayed in 
makin g prov ision for a sen sible an d soun d pen ­ 
sion program for those who giv e their liv es to 
education . It ought to be don e. There would be 
less dissatisfaction amon g educators if it were 
don e. They would hav e a great deal more satis­ 
faction , a great deal more peace of min d an d a 
great deal more pride In their work if that* were 
don e. 


Through bitter experien ce, lb has been determin ed 
that blooded herds, either for dairy purposes or 
for meat, pay excellen t div idfflids. 
It has been 
demon strated that a soun d program embraces 
liv estock on ev ery farm. 
Through dairyin g, an d 
through other activ ities, there is stability giv en 
to farm in come that is achiev ed in n o other way. 
Nebraska has made tremen dous strides in 30 
years by replacin g scrub cattle with blooded stock. 
In the expan sion of its dairy herds, gradually it 
has gotten away from the "boarder type" for dairy 
cattle that brin g con sisten t profit.

re.ss man y Nebraskan s, in cludin g the late Carl 
Gray, of the Un ion Pacific, hav e played a promi­ 
n en t part but n o sin gle in div idual in stan ce of en ­ 
couragemen t excels that prov ided for by the C(X>p- 
er Foun dation . 
It reflects Mr. Joe H. Cooper’s deep in terest 
in the youn g people, an d his con tin uin g con cern 
for their welfare.

shortage is en ough to dispel a 
good bit of the mystery. 
The upward curv e of cigarette 
sales, as charted by statistician s, 
follows almost exactly the up­ 
ward curv e of prosperity. When 
people hav e mon ey to spen d, as 
they hav e today, they buy tobacco 
in 
its most 
expen siv e form— 
cigarettes. 
Then you take out approxi­ 
mately 30 per cen t of all pro­ 
duction fur the armed forces— 
an d just n ow ev ery effort is bein g 
made to in crease this precen tage 
so that shortage can be elimin ated 
where they are really serious. 
Which is on the fightin g fron ts. 
The share that goes to the armed 
forces is distributed in a v ariety 
of w’ays, which may partly ex­ 
plain why the boys ov erseas hav e 
been short of smokes. 
Cigarettes in v aryin g n umbers 
are pul in four differen t types of 
ration s, distributed free to our 
fightin g men . In ' ch K ration 
are 12 cigarettes a day. C ration s 
hav e lately in cluded n in e cigar­ 
ettes a day. The ten -in -on e ration 
package con tain s en ough food for 
12 men for a day, an d 200 cigar­ 
ettes. The ration accessory packet 
con tain s 20 cigarettes. 
These ration s are n ecessarily 
prepared in large v olume. They 
are stored in w'arehouses awaitin g 
shipmen t. An d, in ciden tally, urg­ 
en t combat n eeds sometimes ab­ 
sorb so much shippin g that the 
flow of cigarettes to the fron t is 
held up. 
Add to this the fact that mil­ 
lion s of carton s w’ere purchased 
in September an d October as 
Christmas gifts for boys ov erseas. 
They are in the mails en route to 
the fightin g fron ts. 
Then , of course, you hav e the 
home fron t hoarder. At the slight­ 
est hin t of a shortage, he, or she, 
rushes out in to the market to buy 
three or four times a n ormal sup­ 
ply.What these un thin kin g locusts 
can do in four or fiv e days is per­ 
fectly amazin g. They can com- 


stan ds in lin e to get part of the 
scarce supply. 
These v ery same hoarders are 
often the on es who start fan tastic 
rumors to explain why goods hav e 
disappeared from the market. A 
fellow passen ger in a taxi v olun ­ 
teered the explan ation to me the 
other day that all our cigarettes 
were bein g shipped un de len d- 
lease to the British an d Russian s, 
that was why we didn ’t hav e an y. 
Here are the facts on that on e. 
In n ormal years we hav e exported 
from 40 to 60 per cen t of all our 
tobacco, with Great Britain by 
far the biggest importer. The per­ 
cen tage of the crop taken by the 
British has apparen tly n ot in ­ 
creased, although the shortage is 
acute in 
Britain in the face of 
poor tobacco crops in the British 
common wealth coun tries growin g 
tobacco. 
More than half of all leaf to­ 
bacco exported to Britain still 
goes through trade chan n els. The 
balan ce is sen t un der len d-lease 
for Britain ’s armed forces. Be­ 
cause of shortage of machin es an d 
workers in En glan d, the U. S. 
sen t un der len d-lea.se this past 
year about on e billion cigarettes 
for Britain ’s fighters. That soun ds 
like a lot, but actually it’s less 
than on e per cen t of total pro­ 
duction .
